So, if Satan die vs 
in our Wooll, in our youth, e we be men, be- 
fore we be made cloth, it is likely to ſticke by vs. It 
is in a man, as in other things, in breaking of Hor- 
ſes, luri ng of Hawkes, trayning of Dogges, which 
muſt be done while they are young: ſo muſt man in 
his youth, be trained vp in the feare of the Lord. | 
The Diſeaſes of the Spring, are more curable then 
thoſe of Autumne: So the ſinnes of youth are more 
curable then thoſe of age, but when a man is ſoaked | 
in them, hee is paſt cure. If Satan can make our 
uth vnprofitable, there cannot any good be loo- 

ed for of the after ages, without the great mercy of | 
Almightie God. Hence commeth thoſe ſpecches | 
of ſinnes, which a man hath continued in; I would 
fai ne, but Icannotleaue them, whereby it comes to 
paſſe, that where one doth recouer, fortie rot away.
